slavery or to take anything belonging to 
them without 
paying- for It. 
This, he 


writes, Is all contrary to what th"y have 
been {iceu.stomed to in the past. 
The 


Spaniards and the Moros could not got 
along together well. 
Tho Moros were 


very jealous *f their religion 
and the 


Spaniards tried to civilize them by seizing 
and baptizing some of them. There were 
atrocities committed on both sides as a 
result of these dlfCerencc-s. 


Captain Pershlng says that thp Moros 


do not realize any other kind of Rovern- 
mont thnn a one-man power. He says he 
has been able to keep all the promises 
lio has made, which has enabled him to 
be more successful in command of tho 
district. 
They regard him as represent- 


ing (he President of America and aro 
somewhat uneasy aa to what 
his suc- 


cessor wllj do. 
The question of slavery- 


Is intimately connected with their reli- 
gion and is something- of a vassalage or 
serfdom and 
not slavery, as known in 


this country. 
He thinks It Is a subject 


that should' remain untouched until it is 
understood better. Tho Moros. he writes, 
should have a government 
which they 


can understand, and It should be tho pol- 
icy of the United States to let It alone 
but to make each sultan and dnto re- 
sponsible for the acts of his people. 


"\Ve cannot afford." he says, "to tear 


down their established form of govern- 
ment without 
giving them 
something 


better, and I fear It will be a long time 
before this can be done." 


The Maclu campaigns have had a con- 


vincing effect as to the Impossibility ot 
any native escaping 
punishment 
when 


they commit depredations. 


Captain Pershlng says the Moros have 


some admirable traits of character. 


"Ones a friend, they all go to the lim- 


it for you." 
The yare industrious* ar.d 


have splendid rice fields and other agri- 
cultural crops. 
The country is capable 


of great 
things 
from an agricultural 
standpoint. 


The country is somewhat like the Mo- 


hawk Valley and the whole district can 
be compared to that about Lake George. 


Captain Pershlng says he believes the 


troops could march around the lake now 
and be received In a friendly spirit every- 
where, except at Bacolod. 
Ho has 
a 


number of reliable secret service Moros 
and they inform him of the conditions and 
feelings among their fellow-countrymen. 


He'says there are about 76,000 that live 


In that region and they .are in a fair way 
to become real friends. He says this is 
an achievement he would be proud of and 
is almost ready to promise it, adding: 
"Though we may encounter some other 
hard-headed savage to whom wo shaJl 
have to administer a severe lesson in or- 
der to teach him ar.d others what we can 
do."

Be it ordained by the Council of the 


City of Oakland, as follows: 


Section 1. Section 6 of Ordinance No. 


1093 
entitled. "An- ordinance Establishing 


and Regulating the Traffic. Vending and 
Disposing of Spirituous, Malt and Fer- 
mented Liquors or Wines, or any Ad- 
mixture thereof In tho City of Oakland." 
approved 
September 
4, 1889. Is hereby 


amended to read as follows: 
Section 6. 


Such applicant or applicants shall, at tho 
time of making application for permission 
to obtain a llcens", flle with the City 
Clerk a bond In tlie penal sum of one 
thousand ($1000) 
dollars, with 
two or 


more sureties, who shall each be a resi- 
dent of the City 
of Oakland, 
and shall 


each qualify in double the amount of the 
penal sum of tho hand; said bond to bo 
approved by the City Council and condi- 
tioned that 
the f.iid 
applicants 
shall 


conduct the business for which the li- 
cense is sought in a quiet, orderly and 
reputable manner, and will not permit any 
breach of the peace, or disturbance of 
the public order or 
decorum, 
by any 


tumultuous, riotous or disorderly conduct 
upon the premises, 
and shall not sell, 


grlve or furnish any Intoxicating liquor, 
spirituous, malt or fermented liquor or 
wine, or any admixture thereof, to any 
person in a state of Intoxication, or to any 
person under the u«e of 18 years; and 
that said applicant or applicants shall 
obey and abide by nil laws and ordinances 
now in force and which may be hereaf- 
ter enacted, regulating the time of clos- 
ing saloons and places of business where 
spirituous, malt or fermented liquors or 
wines, or any admixture thereof, are sold. 
Said application an<l recommendation, af- 
ter the approval of said bond, shall bo 
Immediately referred 
to tho Municipal 


License Committee for investigation, who 
shall report 
the result 
thereof 
to the 


Council at the next regular meeting lol- 
lowlng. 
If eald report 
be In favor of 


granting the permission to said applicant 
or applicants, the Council may by reso- 
lution, grant the permission applied for, 
which permission shall oemaln In force 
until revoked by the Council and bs good 
only for the person, firm or corporation 
and place named therein and shall be fil- 
ed with the Tax Collector. 


It is hereby made the duty of the Ll- 


cenee Inspector every twelve months af- 
ter the filing of the bond herein specified, 
to ascertain If said bond is still a good 
and sufficient bond and in event that any 
of the sureties 
thereon have died, re- 


moved from the City or have become In- 
solvent or if for any reason at any time 
said bond has 
become 
insufficient, the 


said License Inspector shall require the 
holder of the license to furnish a new 
bond, which new bond shall be approved 
by the Council as In tha first instance.
